Submitted herewith is an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) citing new references for the 
Examiner's consideration. 

REMARKS 

Claims 21-39 have been allowed as indicated in a Notice of Allowance mailed October 
21 , 2004. Additionally, no new claims have been added, and no claims have been amended or 
deleted. The issue fee, due on January 21, 2005, has not been paid. Rather, the Applicants, per 
the suggestion of the Examiner, request withdrawal of the application from allowance so that 
additional references included in an accompanying IDS may be considered.
